th e 109 new banks of T exas is in th t 
aggregate $4,143,000, th a t of O klahom a 
$1,265,000, and of th e Indian T errito ry 
$1,210,000. 
The to ta l for th e 
g reat 
southw est, therefore, is 191 new banks, 
w ith an ag g reg ate capital of $6,816,000, 
w hich gives an index of th e m arvelous 
business grow th of th a t great section 
of the country. 
C om pared w ith th e 
balance of th e country th e southw est, 
com posed of Texas, O klahom a and the 
Indian T errito ry , show s nearly one- 
fourth of th e new b anks and nearly 
one-seventh of th e new b anking cap­ 
ital, w hile containing about one-tw en­ 
tie th of the population.

W ashington, Feb. 4.—The controller 
of the currency has issued a report 
showing the progress of the new bank­ 
ing law up to and including Jan. 31, 
1902. 
Texas still leads in num ber of 
new banks established since March 4, 
1900. 
Since that date, when the new 
law went into effect. 109 new banks 
have been established In Texas, Penn­ 
sylvania 
following 
w ith 91. 
Okla­ 
homa shows up well in the list with 
44 und the Indian T erritory with 38. 
Quite a num ber of new applications 
from Texas. Oklahoma and the Indian 
Territory are to be acted upon. 
The 
new hanking capital represented by 
the 109 new banks of Texas is in tht 
aggregate $4,143,000, that of Oklahoma 
$1,265,000, and of the Indian Territory 
^ l ,210,OOO. 
The total for the 
great 
southwest, therefore, is 191 new banks, 
with an aggregate capital of $0,816,006, 
which gives an index of the marvelous 
business growth of that great section 
of the country. 
Compared with the 
balance of the country the southwest, 
composed of Texas, Oklahoma and the 
Indian Territory, shows nearly one- 
fourth of the new banks and nearly 
one-seventh of the new banking cap­ 
ital, w h i l e containing about one-twen­ 
tieth of the population.
